trade ties at forefront 
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TOKYO — President 
Donald Trump began his sec- 
ond day in Japan by pushing 
for stronger, more equitable 
economic ties between the 
allies. 

His message to a group 
of American and Japanese 
business leaders was clear: 
The United States was open 
for business, but he wanted 


to reshape the nations’ trade 
relationship. 

“For the last many de- 
cades, Japan has been win- 
ning” the trade relationship, 
Trump said today. “The U.S. 
has suffered massive trade 
deficits with Japan for many 
years.” 

He rebuked the current 
relationship, saying the trade 
deals were “not fair and not 
open.” Trump downplayed 
the potentially contentious 


nature of the negotiations, 
though the Japanese govern- 
ment has not shown much 
appetite for striking a new 
bilateral trade agreement. 
Tokyo had pushed to pre- 
serve the Trans-Pacific Part- 
nership, which Trump has 
abandoned. 

“We will have more trade 
than anybody ever thought 
under TPP. That I can tell 
you,” Trump said. He said

Women continue 


to outpace men

FAYETTEVILLE — 
Women who enroll at the 
University of Arkansas, Fay- 
etteville as freshmen have a 
higher graduation rate than 
men, with the most recent 
yearly data showing a gap of 
9.5 percentage points. 

It’s the largest gender 
difference at UA going back 
at least 13 years, the time 
period for which federal 
data are published online 
by the National Center for 
Education Statistics. 

But if there are lessons 
to be learned from the 
achievement gap, common 
at many colleges and uni- 
versities, they extend far 
beyond campus borders, 
experts said. 

“Universities alone ar- 
en’t going to solve the prob- 
lem,” said Nancy Niemi, 
director of faculty teaching 
initiatives at Yale’s Center 
for Teaching and Learning 
and the author of a book 
on different outcomes for 
women and men in higher 
education. 

UA’s graduation rate 
gap for students entering 
in 2010 was the highest 
among the five largest Ar- 
kansas universities by un- 
dergraduate enrollment. 
The university’s six-year 
graduation rate for women 
was 69.1 percent compared 
with 59.6 percent for men, 
based on federal data. 

Nationally, for students 
first enrolling in 2009, the 
six-year graduation rate was

SPRINGS, Texas — A 
man dressed in black tac- 
tical-style gear and armed 
with an assault rifle opened 
fire inside a church in a 
small South Texas commu- 
nity on Sunday, killing 26 
people and wounding about 
20 others in what the gov- 
ernor called the deadliest 
mass shooting in the state’s 
history. 

The dead ranged in age 
from 5 to 72 years old, said 
Freeman Martin, the re- 
gional director of the Tex- 
as Department of Public 
Safety. Twenty-three were 
found dead in the church, 
two were found outside and 
one died after being taken 
to a hospital. 

The suspect was later 
found dead in his vehicle, 
Martin said at a news con- 
ference. 

Two people — one a 
US. official and one in law 
enforcement — who were 
briefed on the investigation

Saudis tout arrests as crackdown on graft 


But critics say kingdom’s crown prince aims to keep rivals from throne 
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RIYADH, Saudi Arabia 
— Saudi Arabia has arrested 
dozens of princes and former 
government ministers, includ- 
ing a billionaire with exten- 
sive holdings in Western com- 
panies, as part of a sweeping 
anti-corruption probe.

Data list commerce chief’s holdings 
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NEW YORK — A year af- 
ter the Panama Papers, a new 
set of data taken from anoth- 
er offshore law firm shows 
that Commerce Secretary 
Wilbur Ross has a stake in a 
shipping company that does 
business with a gas produc- 
er partly owned by the son- 
in-law of Russian President 
Vladimir Putin. 

According to records ob- 
tained by the International 
Consortium of Investiga- 
tive Journalists, the shipper, 
Navigator Holdings, earns 
millions of dollars a year 
transporting gas for one of 
its top clients, a giant Rus- 
sian energy company called 
Sibur, whose owners include 
the oligarch and Putin’s fam- 
ily member. 


Putin’s son-in-law Kirill 
Shamalov once owned more 
than 20 percent of Navigator 
but now holds a much small- 
er stake. 

Despite selling off numer- 
ous other holdings to join 
the Trump administration 
and spearhead its “America 
first” trade policy, Ross kept 
an investment in Navigator, 
which increased its business 
dealings with Sibur even as 
the West sought to pun- 
ish Russia’s energy sector 
over Putin’s incursions into 
Ukraine. 

Commerce Department 
spokesman James Rock- 
as said Ross “never met” 
Shamalov and has generally 
supported the Trump admin- 
istration’s sanctions against 
Russia, according to the in- 
vestigative report.
